Vestris, Liberty, a choracter which this charmiog lsdy rendered 
most opposite to its intended aim, viz. captivating. Miss Raia- 
forth was Ale, the Goddess of wickedness, and altogether nothing 
could be wished for to ren‘er it a very brilliant affair. ‘wo beau- 
tiful Tableaux were iutroduced ; Runnymed? with the sigaing of 
Magoa Charta, by King Joun, aod ithe landing of Kiog Charles 
the Second, et Dover, from the celebrated picture, by West. A 
Panorama also gained unbounded applause, representing Tilbury 
Fort, with Queen Elizabeth oo horseback reviewing the troops, 
Gravesend, a continuous view of the River to the Channel—advance 
of the Spanish Armada, and i's signal defeat in commemoration of 
theNaval Triumphs of Great Britsia. We can only congratulate the 
management on the success of this splendid production,and heartily 
hope the profuse ex pense lavished on it will be amply repoid by 
public approbation. It is to be repeated every evening. 

VicTor1a.—On Moaday evesing. a new Drama was presented, 
entitied The Cardinal; or, the Witness and the Judge, ana 
received with the most flattering success. It was repeated with 
like approbation last nizht. The plot is founded on an anecdote in 
the life of Wolsey, at the period of his rising greatness, and the 
priacipsl incideats occur in his nat've town, Lpswich. Sir Jobn de 
Grey, (Foster,) a Knight of socient descent, but a beggar, seeks to 
replenish his Jost fortunes by a marringe with bis ward, Mary de 
Grey, (Mrs. Beverley.) This psssion, averice, is covtrasted ia 
two youthful lovers, the one is Henry,the other the acknowledged 
favorite of the lasy,Walter, (Hicks,) bis secretary, The father of 
the latter has bzen the boybood companion of Wolsey, & has saved 
the latter’s life at College, on the remembrance of which deed the 
lover relics for protection egainst the power of DeGrey, whose 
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wrath pursues him to the Cardioul’s threshold, were the suppliant 
is received and sheltered. Meantime the death of Mary de Grey, 
whose lands at her decease devolve to the family of Sir John, is 
proposed to the latter by ao Italian leech, who prepares a subile 
poison. Wolsey hearing the story of Wolter, repsirs in the dis- 
guise of a Carmelite Friar, to the residence of Sir John, at Ips- 
wich—is iatroduced to Mary, and is a concealed witness of the 
transactions purportiog ber death. Henry is present, and his fa- 
ther expressing his determination to accomplish his purpose, the 
former iostantly swallows the contents of the prepared cup. Mary 
is arraigaoed by Sir Jobn, as his murderer, but in the Justice Hall, 
Wolsey appears ia the double character of witoess and judge.— 
Here the piece concludes. The acting of Mrs. Beverley was ex- 
celleat. She was well supported by Hicks, and Wolsey was well 
personated by Devere. A very trashy affair, called Do you Grum- 
ble 2? followed, and the Pantomime concluded.
